Flames Catch Clothing as She 
Cooks for Sightless Husband. 


SHE CLIMBS STAIRS FOR AID. 
Neighbor in Terror at First Slams 
Door on Living Torch. 


Vainly trying to put out the fames that en- 
yeloped her, and crying for aid, blind Mrs. 
Elizabeth Dunham staggered up the rear 
stairway of her residence, 840 California ave- 
nue, last evening, and fell exhausted at the 
top landing. Although neighbors in the 
bullding hurried to ald her, the woman, who 
had been sightiess for years, died several 
hours later at St. Anthony’s hospital. Her 
blind husband stood at the bedside as she 
died. 

Just how the blase started is not known, 
but it is thought that her clothing became 
ignited as she was at Work over the kitchen 
stove preparing the evening meal for her 
husband, who is employed at the Illinois In- 
dustrial Home for the Blind. Despite her at- 
fiiction Mrs. Dunham was able to do the 
housework in the California avenue home. 
When her clothing caught fire she started up 
the stairway leading to Mrs. Tillie Haack s 
fiat on the third floor. 

Fire, fire!’’ she screamed, as she staggered 
up the narrow passageway, her burning 
clothing lighting up the entire hall. * 
me, for Im blind!“ 

At the time Mrs. Haack was at the front 
of her home, but running to the rear door she 
opened it and saw the blind woman enveloped 
in flames. Terror stricken at the sight, and 
for a minute unable to recognize the burning 
woman, Mrs. Haack slammed the door and 
threw the boks. 


Flames Smothered at Last. 

Before Mre. Haack could turn to flee she 
heard the sound of the falling body on the 
outside and the voice of Mrs. Dunham as 
She called again. Then Mrs. Haack flung 
the door pen, hurried to a bed, secured a 
blanket, and threw it on the burning woman. 
Florence Haack, 10 years old, dashed a pail 
of water on the flames. An instant later 
Mrs. Clara Manley and Mrs. D. McNeal, 
who Ive in the building, were also trying 
to smother the flames. 

When Policeman Richard Struts at the 
Hinman street station arrived ‘he took off 
his overcoat and wrapped Mrs. Dunham in 
it, snotheriig the blaze. He suffered pain- 
ful burns. 

The ambulance from the police station 
came and Mrs. Dunham was burried to St. 


Anthony's hospital. Word was sent to her 


husband, who wae still at work in the broom 
department of the home for the blind, and 
accompanied by Policeman Strutz he was

“When I opened the rear door Mrs, Dun- 
ham was standing there and the dark hall- 
way was lighted up by the glare. For a 
moment I was too terror stricken to even 
offer any assistance, but then I did what I 
could. Before the fames were extinguished 
the poor woman was burned almost to a 
crisp and was unconscious. Despite her 
blindness she was able to get around well and 
had entertained s party of friends but a few 
minutes before the accident,” 

Mrs. Dunham was 42 years old.

Because of technical errors Judge Thomp- 
gon also discharged the two motormen who 
were in control of the ill fated cars; but de- 
bause of the public standing of the directors 
and the legal issues as to their responsibility 
their release is regarded as the most impor- 
tant phase of the decision. 


, Chicagoans Under Indictment.

Decision of the Court.

There is no question in my mind about 
the liability of the directors of a corporation 
n a proper case. Certain duties and obliga- 
tions rest upon the boards of directors of 
Corporations which they are no more at 
liberty to viclate or disregard than those 
testing upon a private individual, and so far 
as that is concerned the board of directors 
may be likened to the owner in case the 
Business was owned by an individual instead 
ef a corporation.” 

Now. then, in this case to say that the 
ner of this railroad, if you please, would 
be jointly liable with the motorman running

furnished an insufficient, unsafe, or weak 
éar, there might be some claim for liability 
@gainst them, but certainly not under this 
Siatute. 


; Responsibility of Chicagoans. 

The direct Habllity of the Chicagoans in the 
@ase was touched upon when Judge Thomp- 
gon said: 

“Something has been said about the di- 
rectors not being liable as individuals: that 
the corporation would be Hable civilly. There 
Gan be no question about the civil lability 
for damages resulting from the death of 
Parties on the car, so far as the corporation 
ip concerned. But I doubt if a single author- 
ity can be found in any. commen law state 
that holds the directors. in an individual ca- 

ity. would even be liable in a case of this 
nd for damages.

Letters Come After Flight. 

For weeks after Mrs. Alexander's flight 
Hodge's passionate letters continued to ar- 
rive at Hyeres.

passages from the lawyer's love letter. 

My Dear Baby: It is impossible for me to 
keep pen from paper for a single moment 
after receiving your letter of the 19th, which 
reached me today. I have given orders that 
Iam not in, and every one must wait until 
I write at least a line. To read such a letter 
as yours uplifts; to know that human nature 
is capable of producing its writer is educa- 
tion and glory. 

Know this—that you may call upon me 
at any time and at all times.

President Pardo Pays Last Visit to Ad- 
miral Evans and Boosts Roosevelt in 
Canal Project.

._ Befier Polo welcomed the correspondents 
and said he hoped they were pleased with 
their visit to Peru. A report was read de- 
tailing the condition of the resources of the 
country. 

A reception was held this afternoon on the 
flagship Connecticut. All pominent officials 
of the capital and leaders of society at- 
tended. The fleet is ready for its departure 
tomorrow for Magdalena bay. 

Peruvians of all classes will see it leave 
with regret. 

President Pardo visited Admiral Evans on 
board the battleship Connecticut last night. 
As he passed down the pier to take a launch 
to the warship American sailors and marines 
formed in two lines and greeted him with 
cheers. 

“President Pardo was received by Capt. 
Osterbaus. Later he went to Admiral Evans“ 
quarters and spoke to the commander-in- 
chief. Admiral Evane said: 
thank your exceMency for the splendid 
demonstration given our fleet during its stay 
in Peruvian waters. I have communicated 
to the United States a recital of the recep- 
tion given us. I have with me 16,000 men 
who, when they get home, will give a verbal 
report of all that has passed on the Pacific. 
This, coupled with my official tommunica- 
tions, will permit our people ta comprehend 
the character of your noble and hospitable 

President Pardo replied: 

“I thank you deeply for your kind words.

Crisis Comes Over Finances. 

Recently there has beem political unrest In 
Argentina owing to the issuance on Jan. 26 
of an executive decree closing the extraor- 
dinery sessions of congress and putting the 
financial budget for 1907 into effect for the 
current year. 

This extreme measure was made neces- 
sary by the obstructive tactics of a ma- 
jority in the senate, which made impossible 
the passage of the budget or other legisia- 
tion, leaVing the government powerless to 
meet ordinary expenses. 

President Alcorta announced at the time 
that the government was prepared to sup- 
press promptly any subversive or violent 
movement on the part of the opposition, and 
on Jan. 27 large forces of police prevented 
the senators and deputies from attempting 
to take possession of the parliamentary hall. 

It was stated at the time that the decree of 
President Alcorta wes approved by a ma- 
jority of the people. 


Former President Attacked. 

The attempt today was not the first time 
that the president of the Argentine Republic 
has been threatened with death by anarch- 
ists. 

In August, 1965, a Spaniard named Pianas 
Vivella approached President Quintana’s 
carriage With a loaded revolver in his hand, 
but before he could fire the president's adju- 
tant had disarmed bim. 

Planas confessed at the time that he Intend- 
ed to kill the president, not because he had 
any grievance against him personally but on 
account of his position as chief of state. 

Dr. J. Figueroa Alcorta was chosen vice 
president on the ticket with Dr. .Manuel 
Quintana. which was elected in October, 1904. 
On March 11. 1906, Dr. Quintana died, and 
Alcorta thus succeeded to the presidency. 


PLOT AGAINST SHAH FATIS. 


TEHERAN, Persia. Feb; 28.—Mohammed 
Ali Mirsa. shah of Persia. narrowly escaped 
death at the hands of an assassin today. 

A bomb was thrown from the roof of a 
house at the shah's automobile. in which it 
was supposed he was a passenger. the ex- 
ploston killing three of the vehicle’s escorts 
and wounding the chauffeur and a score of 
bystanders. 

The tribal cavalry who weré acting as an 
escort fired into the crowd, killing nine and 
wounding scores. 

The tzhah's escape was due to the fact that 
he had taken the precaution to send his au- 
tomobile in front of the vehicle which he 
occupied and to this foresight probably owes 
his escape from death. 

Two bombs were thrown, but the first ex- 
ploded in the air and did no damage. The 
second, however, struck the ground a few 
feet from the automobile and tore the vehicle 
to pieces. 

The assassins believed the shah was in the 
motor car, which was a closed one, but which 
it déveloped carried no passengers. 


Ruler Flees from Scene. 

When the explosion occurred the shah's 
carriage was some distance in the rear of 
the automobile, and the ruler immediately 
left his carriage and took refuge in a near- 
by store, where he quietly remained until 
a detachment of troops could be brought up. 

As soon as the soldiers arrived on the scene 
the shah left the house where he had taken 
refuge and, surrounded by a strong body- 
guard, returned to the palace. 

No arrests were made, although the build- 
ings in the vicinity of the explosion were 
carefully searched for the assassins. 

The troops were called out and guards 
mounted in all the thoroughfares. Further 
trouble is feared. 


Career a Troubled One. 

The presept shah of Persia, Mohammed 
Ali Mirza, who was born in June, 1872, fol- 
lowed his father to the throne on Jan. 9, 
1907. He was the first monarch of Fersia 
to begin his rule under a constitution. 

A national counci) was convoked by him, 
but it never has fulfilled she hopes and as- 
pirations of the people or brought them the 
reforms they demanded. 

The administration of the country has been 
in a state of chaos for several years, and 
the popular discontent has been extreme. 

During the latter pert of December dis- 
turbances were rife in Teheran and other 
Persian cities, the lack of coiperation be- 
tween the shah apd the parliament, leading 
to the issuance by parliament of a manifesto 
in which it was set forth that the shah was 
violating hie covenant with the people, and 
asking that the rights of the peaple be not 
permitted to be trodden under foot. 

The in feeling of the local factions in Te. 
heran developed about Dec. 20 into hostile 
demonstrations. There was shooting om the 
streets of the capital, and the opposing fac- 
tions gathere@® in large numbers in the u- 
cinity of the parliament buildings and erected 
barricades. 

The constitutionalists loudly demanded the 
abdication of the shah. The shah finally 
accepted the demands made on him by the 
constitutional leaders, and this episode came 
to an end. .

WU TING FANG BACK AGAIN 


Chinese Minister Reaches Frisco 
with Retinue of Seventy. 


NO TROUBLE WITH JAPAN. 


Declares He Has No Appeal for Amer- 
ican Intervention in Manchuria. 


San Francisco, Cal., Feb. 28.—Wu Ting 
Fang, for the second time appointed Chi- 
nese minister to this country, arrived today 
on the Pacific Mail liner Siberia, with a re- 
tinue of secretaries and legation consulate 
attachés numbering seventy persons. 

He brought with him new consuls for 
Mexico, Havana, New Tork, and San Fran- 
cisco, besides three nephews and three sec- 
retaries and seven other attachés for the 
Chinese legation at Washington, and twen- 
ty-four young students, who will enter vari- 
ous schools and colleges in this country. 

Touching upon the reorganization of the 
Chireschirmy Wu Ting Fang said: 

Ves, China is organizing an army—a# good 
army—yes, a modern army.“ 

How large? 

„ Really, I cannot say,“ he answered with 
a smile, “that’s too long a story at this 
time.“ 


No Appeal to Washington. 


Minister Wu denied the report that he was 
the bearer of an appeal to Washington, ask- 
ing this country to assist in preserving the 
interests of China in Manchuria and pro- 
testing against the alleged aggrandizement 
of Japan in that province, but admitted 
there is some local friction.”’ 

I ‘have no such documents here,” said 
Minister Wu, placing his hand to his breast 
pocket, “neither am I the bearer of such 
an appeal to President Roosevelt. I am 
giving you no evasive answer. I am not that 
kind of a man. If I was bringing such a 
note of protest I would rather frank tell 
you so, or else would decline to talk about it. 

“The relations between Japan and China 
are cordial. There may be some friction, but 
it is local. That may occur in any coun- 
try. 75 
“So far as my knowledge goes, Japan has 
not violated the Portsmouth treaty with ref- 
erence to the ‘open door’ policy in Mau- 
churia.” 

He professed to be ignorant about the Kan 
Tao boundary dispute between China and 
Japan and the extension of the Hsinmintun 
Gukeman railroad, which has caused fric- 
tion between the two countries. 


Will Protect His Countrymen. 


Asked whether he would endeavor to ob- 
tain some modification of the exclusion law. 
Minister Wu said that he had no particular 
instructions from his government with refer- 
ence to that. 

* But I am going to see that my country- 
men and their interests are properly protect- 
ed.“ he declared. He said that, according t> 
the representations made to him at Hewall, 
it wants a modification of the exclusion laws 
which would permit more Chinese to come 
to that territory. He favors an organization 
of a Chinese students society in this country, 

Minister Wu and party will remain at San 
Francisco until next Wednesday morning, 
when he will leave for Washington. 


SEVENTY-SIX MEN KILLED 
IN MEXICAN MINE DISASTER. 


Majority of Victims in Explosion Near 
San Juan de Sabinas Are Japanese 
Workers. 


Monterey, Mexico, Feb. 28.—A’ dispatch 
from Musquiz says: 

“ Details of the explosion in the La Rosita 
mine, near San Juan de Sabinas, were re- 
ceived today. They indicate the explosion 
was more disastrous than, at, first believed. 
Seventy-six men were killed. 

“The disaster took place in what was 
known as shaft No. 3, in which most of the 
laborers were Japanese. It is not definitely 
known what was the cause, but fire damp 18 
believed to have been responsible.”

Undoubtedly, he said, 
there has been a great growing movement in 
favor of granting suffrage to women, but 
it still lacks numbers, and it has not been 
demonstrated that women as a whole desire 
the priviiege of voting. 


Women Quietly Disperse. 
Throngs of women awaited the result in the 


vicinity of the house, and large detachments [| 


of police were there to guard against possible 
disturbances. Beyond cheering there was 
little demonstration, however, and the 
women soon dispersed to attend a con- 
gratulatory meeting. 

The house was in a hilarious mood through- 
out and the members laughed like boys at 
every opportunity. Friends and foes of the 
bill alike pitched their speeches in a humor- 
our key. Eugene Watson demurely quoted 
Dryden as to the effect of women’s one great 
desire for sovereignty. 

That means, ne added, dropping sud- 
denly from poetical heights, getting you 
under their thumb and keeping you there.“ 

Thomas Kettle, the eloquent young na- 
tionalist, pleaded for the cause of women in 
his rich Irish brogue. He said it had been 
urged that women would depress the intelli- 
gence of the house of commons, but that was 
impossible. They might, he declared, raise 
its moral tone. It had also been urged that 
woman was a temptation, but, said Kettle 
airily, the individuals must grapple with 
that temptation as best they can. 


Suffragettes to Carry on War. 
Last year the speaker allowed the bill to 
be talked out. Today he accepted a motion 
for closure, then, by a vote of 271 to 92, the 
house rejected the hostile amendthent and 
em a to refer the bill to a committee of the 
— N 

Although the bill triumphantly passed its 
second reading, its chance of being consid- 
ered by the committee of the whole is re- 
garded as remote. It ig not believed the gov- 
ernment will grant the necessary facilities, 
as it is a private member's measure, and 
government bills already before the house 
are of absorbing interest and tirgency. In 
this case the bill will be shelved. 

Suffragette leaders recognize this, and, 
while they. are gratified that the bill has 
passed its second reading, they are disap- 
pointed that it was not sent to a standing 
committee. They reaffirm thelr determina- 
tion to demand that the govertiment adopt 
the bill, and say if it does not they will carry 
on the war. *

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WINDES RULES AGAINST COOKE 


Convicted Court Clerk Grafter Is 
Again Placed on Trial. 


FACES THIRTY INDICTMENTS.

Result of Hearing May Add Four 
Years to Penitentiary Term. 


If John A. Cooke, former Circuit court 
clerk and convicted grafter, had hopes that 
his latest legal plane would prevent the addi- 
tion of four more years to his term at the 
petiitentiary they must have disappeared in 
the light of yesterday's proceedings before 
Judge Windes. 

Hach of the judge’s decisions was a direct 
blow to Cooke, whose attorneys had hoped 
that he would be able to eseape trial on the 
thirty additional indictments which were 
hanging over his head when he went to 
Joliet to begin his term there a week ago. 

A plea that the indictments be quashed be- 
cause he had not been granted a speedy trial 
was swept aside by Judge Windes, who then 
announced that all of the indictments still 
were in good standing, and that trial should 
be begun immediately. This order was made 
none too soon, as they would have become 
void automatically within two days under 
the law which provides that ali criminal cases 
shall be tried before the passing. of four 
terms of court. N 

Following this decision by Judge Windes 
the trial of the first of the remaining cases 
was begun. In it Cooke is charged with 
forging the name of George Rookson, a 
policeman of the west park system, to a pay 
warrant. amounting to $100. Rookson was 
represefited as a clerk in the office of the 
Circuit court, although, according to evi- 
dence, he never had entered the place. 

The examination of veniremen was begun 
immediately, and Frederick Crowburn, 6416 
Lake avenue, was questioned and accepted 
by Asaistant State's Attorney Barbour. 


Wants Record Changed. 


The final struggle was begun when Judge 
Windes’ court convened in the morning. The 
first motion of Attorney Hartnett, who rep- 
resented Cooke, was that the records in 
Judge Brentano's court be altered in order to 
show that Cooke had demanded trial on Jan. 
18 and that the state’s attorney's office had 
refused to grant such trial. Mr. Healy said 
that such an alteration would be satisfactory 
to him it the reason also was given—that the 
judge had been busy with a murdercase, Mr. 
Hartnett objected to this, however. 

“In that case,” interrupted Judge Windes, 
“i will be necessary for you to go before 
Judge Brentano and permit him to pass upon 
the question.” 

There was more argument and more delay, 
but the entire assemblage finally passed into 
Judge Brentano’s court, where the discus- 
sion was taken up again. Judge Brentano, 
however, decided he would order that the 
present and unaltered record of the case be 
certified to as correct, which was done im- 
mediately. 

Court Rules Against Oooke. 

This caused another shift of scene back to 
Judge Windes court. Following Judge 
Windes’ refusal to order any change in the 
records, Attorney Hartnett began an argn- 
ment in support of a motion that Cooke be 
freed on the ground that he had not been 
given a speedy trial, 

At last tn a break in a long winded argu- 
ment Judge Windes feund an opportunity to 
speak. He availed himself of the chance to 
say that he would not free Cooke, and or- 
dered that the hearing be begun at once. 

All day Cooke remained close by his at- 
torneys and kept in close touch with every 
one of the complicated legs! questions chat 
were tangled and untangled before him. He 
read all of the documents introduced. When 
the written motion for changing the records 
of Judge Brentano’s court was completed it 
was handed to him for inspection.

Proof came out during the day that the 
accounts of the theater are not in perfect 
condition, when it was learned that a $50 
check sent to the dramatic director in pay- 
ment for services was returned two days ago 
stamped no funds.” 


Club Theater’s Main Support. 


Whatever the reason for Mr. Arby's depar- 
ture, the story that it could have been due 
to opposition of the Club Francais and its 
president, Mrs. M. H. Knowles, to Mr, Arby’s 
policy ie denied. The Club Francais, which 
maintained a successful theater of its own 
many years before the advent in Chicago of 
the Alliance Francaise, has been one of the 
main supports of the present theater. The 
alliance started a theater three or four years 
ago, and it and the club's theater operated 
in opposition. It being obvious that consoli- 
dation would be better for all, the club joined 
last summer with the alliance and the Uni- 
versity of Chicago in a theater under the 
joint direction of all three institutions. Mr. 
Arby was installed as manager.

Arby's departure will not interfere with the 
theater.

HITS MUTUAL ORDER’S RULE. 


Court Decides Fraternal Insurance So- 
ciety Cannot Raise Rate on 
Former Members. 


A decision enjoining the Order of Mutual 
Protection from collecting higher assess- 
ments than were agreed upon when the com- 
plainants were received into membership was 
entered by Judge Barnes in the Superior 
court yesterday. 

According to the complaint the organiza- 
tion was founded in 1878. A few years later 
it was discovered that a defective rating had 
been established, and in 1901 a new division, 
requiring higher payments, was made.

Ex-Husband Still Alive. 

But now comes the word that he didn’t die 
in battle at all- that he is safe in some interior 
Mexican town; that “his wild mining 
schemes” turned out all right, and that his 
former wife has been asked to meet him in 
Mexico and lift the cloud on his title to cer- 
tain properties by attaching her signature 
so that he might dispose of them and put the 
real cash in his pockets.

POSTAL MESSENGER BOYS 
DECLARE THEIR WORK SAFE. 


Disagree with Postmaster General, Who 
Thinks It Dangerous and Demoraliz- 
ing—One Accident in Six Years. 


Messenger boys of the Chicago postofiice 
don’t agree with Postmaster General Meyer 
that their work is demoralizing because they 
are often called upon to visit low resorts. 

Twenty-five or thirty of the youngsters 
were discussing the new order last night on 
the “benches” in their department while 
waiting their turn to deliver special letters 
or packages. The order is that whenever a’ 
vacancy occurs among the messengers the 
place shall not be filled and that substitute 
letter carriers shall be impressed into the 
service. 

I've been down in the Twenty-second 
street neighborhood several times,” satd 
J. Frank McGrath, “ but they won't let you 
in further than the door. I get home at 12 
o' clock at night usually and never am afraid. 
Nobody ever stopped me.”’ 

In the last six years only one boy has met 
with an accident. He was killed, in day- 
light, by a fall from his bicycle. No mes- 
senger boy ever has been robbed and if any 
have been demoralized B. E. Ryan, clerk in 
charge doesn’t know about it. They are not 
permitted to use tobacco. They usually pass 
examinations for carriers or clerks. 

Postmaster Campbell said he never had 
favored the midnight assignments for mes- 
senger boys. He believed that men should 
be employed for delivering messages in ob- 
jectionable districts. :

Forty-one republican county central com- 
mitteemen indirectly will name twenty dele- 
gates from Illinois to the republican national 
convention. They voted themselves tha: 
pleasure yesterday afternoon at a meeting of 
the county committee called to decide how 
éelegates to congressional conventions 
should be chosen. 

They decided they would appoint them, and 
the “‘ voice of the people will not talk abovs 
a Whisper, so far as it attempts in Chicago to 
gay who it would like to have nominated as 
republican candidate for president. 

Twenty delegates to forty-one votes is 
about the largest proportion of power per 
* eapita that has been known to national poli- 
tics, but the republican county committee- 
men do not seem to stagger under it. They 
consider themselves perfectly competent to 
represent the wishes of the republican votes 
ef the county. 


Blankets Talk of Primary. 


Their action ended all talk of a primaty 
eléction for the selection of congressiona} 
delegates to select national delegates. It 
has been admitted for the last week that 
primaries were out of the question, the elec- 
tion commissioners refusing to allow the use 
of the aldermanic primaries next week for 
this purpose and it being practically impossi- 
dle to call special primaries, inasmuch as the 
Organization refused to stand the expense 
and no one else volunteered. 

There were three or four other methods 
by which delegates might have been chosen 
without holding primaries and without hav- 
ing them appointed, but each one was open 
to serious objection. They might have been 
selected by mass conventions, or caucuses 
in the different wards; or in the different 
primary districts or precincts of wards, but 
@s surely as any such method had been 
adopted so surely would there have been 
fights and disturbances in some of the wards. 

They might have been chosen by ward 
ciubs, but in one instance, in the Third ward, 
no one knows who constitutes the ward club 
and no one wants to know just at present. 
This method, anyway, would have been 
merely a cumbersome form of committee 
appointment. The ward clubs would have 
done just what the committeemen wanted 
ther? to do. 


Resolve on Short Cut. 

After the executive committee of the county 
committee had talked the question over be- 
tote the meeting of the county committee, It 
Was decided not to try any fancy work 
at all, but to take the shortest traveled route 
to the point which it was desired to reach. 

The committeemen felt they could afford to 
stand for the criticism which might be pro- 
yoked by their action and that it would be 
better to be honest in the matter rather than 
te try to get the same results by specious 
methods. They adopted the following reso- 
tution and settled it: : 

The executive committee recommends to the 
county central committee that the congressional 
committemen of the various congressional dis- 
triets celect the delegates to the various con- 
grestiona) district conventions; and that the loca- 
tion and date of the separate district conventions 
de reported to the chairman of the state central 
committee on or before March 7, 1008. ; 

And, further, that the names of the delegates and 
alternates selected by the various district con- 
ventlons be certified to the chafrman of the state 
central committee immediately after the hol¢ing 
Of caid district convention. 

This résolution was presented to the full 


*. FTounty committee after its adoption by the 


executive committee and there were no ob- 
jections to its passage.

RAIL MEN WAR ON HUGHES 


Call Him Enemy of Brotherhoods 
and Begin: Hard Fight. 


ECHO OF COMMISSION RACE. 


Exeeutive’s Refusal to Name Labor 
Chief Stixs Resentment. 


New Tork. Feb. 28.—[Special.]—A perma- 
nent organization of railroad men to oppose 
the candidacy of Gov. Hughes for the presi- 
dency was perfected here today. The move- 
ment had its crigin in the refusal of Gov. 
Hughes to appoint a candidate of the unions 
as a member of the public utilities commis- 
sion. - 

Gov. Hughes explained his refusal at the 
time by saying that while the candidate 
might be worthy and competent, he wished 
the commission to be wholly disinterested. 

This explanation, Aowever, was not satis- 
factory to the railretd men, and they passed 
a vote of censure on Gov. Hughes. That the 
railroad: men still are bitter against the gov- 
ernor was shown in the statement of one of 
their number today, but declared they would 
teach him a lesson.“ 


Organization Is Completed. 

The United Railroadmen’s organization, as 
it is called, was organized temporarily at 
Terrace garden on Feb. 16 for the purpose, 
it was declared, of bringing the railroad 
brothtrhoods together in order that they 
might act in unison in any political or in- 
dustrial movement. 

Permanent organization was completed to- 
day by the election of officers. John J. Morey, 
chairman of the New York state legislative 
committee of the O. R. C., was chosen presi- 
dent, G. W. Boughton of the Brotherhood of 
Railroad Trainmen secretary, and G. W. 
Mitchell, O. R. C. of New York, treasurer. 

It ie stated that next week Grand Chief 
Stone of the Brotherhood of Locomotive En- 
gineers, Grand Chief Morrissey, and other 
heads of other brotherhoods will be here to 
draft plans for state branches of the organ- 
ization, which, it is stated, will have 1,500,000 
members before the campaign begins. 

Officers of the organization said today that 
while the organization was not perfected for 
„party politics,” it will oppose the candidacy 
of Gov. Hughes for the presidency. 


Statement Censures Governor. 


President Morey this evening gave out a 
statement which will be sent over his signa- 
ture as president, to every member of the 
railroad brotherhoods throughout the United 
States. 

The statement declares that the movemont 
is one for a principle and is not designed to 
aid any one man or set of men. It is dented 
that the organization owes its existence to 
a feeling of animosity toward Gov. Hughes.

YATES WINS OVER DENGEN 
IN ADAMS COUNTY MEETING. 


) Central Committee Votes Down Motion 


to Indorse Governor—Resolution Is

Quincy, III., Feb. 28.—[Special.]}—Former 
Gov. Yates triumphed over Gov. Deneen at 
the meeting of the Adams county repub- 
lican central committee here today. Adams 
county bas been a Yates stronghold since 
1900, and Deneen's friends have been mak- 
ing efforts to obtain the official indorse- 
ment of the committee. 

The test canie today when a motion to 
indorse Gov. Deneen for renomination was 
voted down, 28 to17. The voteshowed that 
the friends of Yates had an overwhelming 
majority of the committee, but they made 
no effort to have the committee indorse the 
former governor.

i | Long Deadlock Broken by Action 


of Four Democrats in Join- 
ing Rivals. 


Frankfort. Ky., Feb. 28.— [Special. For- 
mer Gov. William O'Connell Bradley, repub- 
lican, was today elected United States sena- 
tor to serve six years from March 4, 1909, 
when the term of James B. McCreary will 
expire. HY 

The voting today was marked by scenes 
of the wildest excitement. The ballot was the 
twenty-ninth taken in an effort to break the 
deadlock which developed on Jan, 18 be- 
tween the Beckham and Bradley forces. 

The victory of the latter was not a sweep- 
ing one, the former governor receiving only 
sixty-four votes, barely enough to win, and 
was enabled to win the fight through the as- 
sistance of four anti-Beckham democrats, 
Senators H. 8 McNutt and Albert Charl- 
ton, and Representatives Chris Mueller of 
Louisville and E. W. Lillard of Boyle county. 

The break came when the name of Senator 
Chariton was called. He had been voting 
for democrats since the beginning of the 
fight, and when he answered for W. O. 
Bradley " shouts of applause rang out from 
all sides. : 

When Representative Lillard cast his vote 
for Bradley the democrats became restless, 
and when Mr. Mueller cast his ballot the 
Beckham men were in a rout. 


Democrats Plead in Vain. 

The completion of the roll call showed: 
Bradley, 64; Beckham, 60; Blackburn, 1; 
James, 1. Before the speaker could an- 
nounce the result the democrats obtained 
a recapitulation and attempted to break the 
quorum by leaving the hall, but came back, 
accompanied by Beckham, who authorized 
the withdrawal of his name and released 
the democrats from the primary nomination 
pledge to him in hope that some other demo- 


erat would be named who could defeat 


Bradley. 

The four bolting democrats. were sur- 
rounded by lifelong party friends and urged 
to withdraw their support from Bradley and 
elect James McCreary or any demo- 
erat they might name, but they remained 
obdurate, declaring that the proposition 
came too late. 

The ballot as finally completed after the 
democrats finished changing their votes was 
as follows:

Representative Lillard was the oniy one of 
the democrats to explain his vote for Brad- 
ley.’ He said he thought the time had come 
to throw off the party shackles and to break 
up the machine,.and although he did sup- 
pert the democratic ticket for forty years he 
believed his vote for Bradley was the best 
democratic vote he ever cast. 


New Senator Ardent Republican. 

Senator-elect Bradley is a native Ken- 
tuckian. He was born in 1847 near Lancas- 
ter, and has long made his home in Louls- 
ville. He has been a power in republican 
politics in Kentucky since 1865, when, though 
he was only 18 years old, he was admitted 
to the practice of law by a special act of the 
state legislature. He at once allied himself 
with the party of Lincoln and won honors 
from his fellows. 

He is the only republican who was ever 
eterted governor of Kentucky. In 1896 he 
was indorsed by his state for the presidential 
nomination, but his claims were not pushed 
before the convention. 

In 1895 Mr. Bradley was elected governor of 
Kentucky, and tzerved one term. 

The new senator is a civil war veteran, 
having run away from home in 1862 to join 
the union army.

two or three of the other candidates. 


“Must Win at Once” Idea Wrong. 

It is a great mistake to say of a candidate 
that if he does not win on the first ballot he 
cannot win at all. That is not the history of 
conventions. , 

On the contrary, the leader, where there 
are a good many candidates, no one ef whom 
approaches his strength, generally ‘wins 
when it is a question of personality or of in- 
dividual following. * 

If this were not so, men would not try 
to secure delegates, but would aim to start 
in the rear with the intention of running 
up on the leader. 

The man with the band wagon always has 
an immense advantage. The tendency of the 
* tailenders is to drop their candidates and 
get up toward the head of tne procession, 

Every time any candidate drops out, the 
leader is, as a rule, the gainer, at least in 
part. The thing he generally has to fear ‘s 
the dark horse " rather than any candidates 
openly in the fleld against him. 

People who say that Taft must win on 
the first ballot, or not at all, generally harx 
back to the famous Chicago convention of 
1880. In that marvelous gathering Gen. 
Grant had 306 votes practically all the time. 


How Garfield Won Nomination. 

He would have had a good many more 
and would have been nominated on the 
first ballot if the convention itself had not 
applied the principle of district representa- 
tion and prevented the application of the 
unit rule. 

It was not a fight between Grant and the 
other candidates so much as a fight against 
the third term as represented by Grant. 

Besides that, none of the other candidates 
won. The opposition to Grant could not 
agree on any man in the field, and Garfield, 
himself a delegate and an active one, wol 
the nomination for himself in all good faith 
because he succeeded in captivating the im- 
agination of the majority and of the galleries 
as well. 

Where three or more candidates are pitted 
against each other, and where they are so 
nearly balanced that each holds the bal- 
ance of power, the result of the convention 
generally comes with a rush after a long 
fight by a combination of two men against 
the third. 

However, when one man is greatly in the 
lead and the opposition is eplit up amony 
two or three or more candidates, no one of 
whom comes anywhere near the leader in 
strength. the usual result, according to the 
history of politics, is a gradual crumbling 
of the opposition after one or two futile 
attempts to effect a satisfactory combination 
of the field. The minute a few men begt1i 
to tumble to the leader the end is usually 
not far off. 


Taft’s Victory Seems Sure. 

The claim now put out by Taft’s managers, 
when subjected to revision on account of in- 
evitable contests, do not indicate his nom- 
ination on the first ballot, but they do seem 
to show that he will be so far ahead of all the 
other candidates that it will be extremely 
dificult, if not impossible, to effect a com- 
bination against’ him. 

If it were a distinct administration and 
anti-administration fight such a thing might 
be possible, but every one knows that if such 
an issue is raised in the convention at any 
time Taft will be nominated with a whoop. 


NO FUND FOR JOINT MANEUVERS. 


House by One Vote Kills Amendment 
Appropriating $1,000,000 for 
Militia and Regulars. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 28.—By the narrow 
margin of one vote the house of representa- 
tives today, after an all day discussion, re- 
jected by 60 to 59 an amendment by Mr. Fos- 
ter of Illinois to the army bill appropriating 
$1,000,000 for joint maneuvers of the militia 
organizations and the regulartroops. With- 
out a dissenting vote the house earlier in the 
day by special rule restored the.provisions to 
increase the pay to noncommissioned officers 
and men, and to prohibit the private employ- 
ment of army musicians for pay, both of 
which yesterday went out on points of order.

Though the decision to report the bill fa- 
vorably was reached as the result of wecks 
of hearings and exhaustive discussion of 
its various provisions in executive session, 
the decision does not commit the banking and 
currency committee to {ts support on the 
floor of the house. Ten of the eleven mem- 
bers who voted for the favorable report re- 
served the individual right to oppose any 
section of it and to offer and urge ary amend- 
ment when the bili is called up. 


Six Important Amendments. 


The committee amended the bill in six of its 
salient features. The clause permitting na- 
tional banks to do a trust savings bank busi- 
ness was amended by striking out the sav- 
ings bank section. The clause making all of 
the national banks within each ot the pro- 
posed reserve districts specifically liable for 
10 per cent of the check and note liabilities of 
failed national harika within that district was 
revised to read 25 per cent. 

The bill originally provided that of the de- 
posit guaranty fund to be created by a tax of 
2 per cent on the credit notes issued 80 per 
cent should be invested in United States 2 
per cent bonds and 20 per cent should be held 
iu reserve. This is A gold fund. The bill as 
revised stipulates the investment of the en- 
tire fund in United States 2s and fixes their 
flat purchase price at 104, which was the 
average price for the month of February last. 

The revised bill, in order to carry out the 


tond-currency retirement clause, provides | 


that after the guaranty fund has reached the 
sum of $25,000,000 the secretary of the treas- 
ury shall issue gold certificates in amounts 
corresponding with the annual 2 per cent 
payments on the total outstanding credit note 
issue, these gold certificates to take the place 
ef an equal amount of outstanding green- 
backs. As the estimated annual tax on credit 
notes would be $14,000,000, about fourteen 
years would be required for the total retire- 
ment of the country’s present bond secured 
currency after the guaranty fund reached 
the amount of $25,000,000. 


Pay Claims Through Bank. 


One of the most Interesting provisions of 
the bill as revised requires the government 
te collect its claims and pay its current ex- 
penses through the bank. That is, the gov- 
ernment would continue to hold in the treas- 
ury the greenback redemption fund, amount- 
ing to $150,000,000, and the gold certificate 
redemption fund, amounting to about $820,- 
000,000, but its general fund for the conduct 
of the government would be kept on deposit 
ir various national banks, subject to check, 
and instead of paying out general moneys 
by voucher and treasury checks payments 
would be by bank checks. 

Ten days was granted by the committee to 
the democratic members to agree upon a sub- 
stitute measure for the Fowler bill and to 
submit a minority report. 

Chairman Fowler tonight made public a 
synopsis of the committee report which he 
will submit to the house. He claims the bill 
will unify the banking interests of the United 
States, will secure a uniform and adequate 
reserve in gold coin to prove all bank credits 
and thereby protect the interests of all de- 
positors and establish a scientific and simple 
monetary system.

Cregier, who was a 
mechanical draftsman, assumed the man- 
agement of the hat store and forthwith dis- 
charged his uncle-in-law,“ F. G. Barnes, 
and posted large placards about the store to 
advertise that fact. 

Mr. Barnes started a hat store of his own, 
but it failed, and he charges that the vicious 
circulars were the cause. Mr. Muller, by 
leaving Mr. Cregier’s service to work for 
Mr. Barnes, brought the wrath of Cregier 
out in the shape of printed circulars. 

Vicious Attacks in Circulars. 

In the circulars Mr. Muller was called “a 
despicable contract breaker whose written 
and spoken word is worthless.” 

The circular, signed Henry E. Cregier, 
son-in-law in charge, were sent broadcast 
to employers. 

The attack on F. G. Barnes was made ina 
four page leafiet on the front of which was a 
facsimile letter of discharge, dated Dec. 24, 
1906.

LAYMEN AND PASTORS RALLY 
TO DEFENSE OF MGR. GIBBONS. 


Take Exception to Attack on the Cardi- 
nal by Prohibitiom Presse Bureau— 
Archbishop Messmer Also Attacked. 


Indignation and surprise were expressed 
by Chicago priests, ministers, and laymen at 
the attack of the prohibitionist party, through 
its press committee, en Cardinal Gibbons of 
Baltimore for his recent utterances on the 
liquor question. 

At one place little interest was expressed 
that the cardinal had been allied with Car- 
dinal” Adolphus Busch. That was at the 
headquarters of the prohibitionist party and 
of ita Associated Press in the Woman's 
temple. 

At statement was given out by 

Charles R. Jones, chairman of the national 
committee of the prohibitionist party, in 
which slurs on Archbishop Messmer, the de- 
fender of the cardinal, were added to those 
already offered to his eminence. 
Mr. Jones said Dr. J. B. Cranfill, a Baptist 
minister of Dallas, Tex., formerly editor of 
the Prohibition Press, but now in its service 
only asa “ ataff correspondent,” had written 
the original article. 

The typewritten statement contained the 
following: 

„ Archbishop Messmer of Milwaukee is 4 
sorry defender of the cardinal. His cordial 
championship of the leaders of the liquor 
trade has long been a sweet morsel of com- 
fort for the drink press.” 

In contrast with the stand taken by the

The statement of Dr. Shields reads in part:

Roberts prob- 
ably will give up the car to Harold Brinker 
at Cheyenne, Wyo., but the American car,

The French car, De Dion, and the Italian 
ear, the Zust, which will start out today, will 
travel until March 5 and then will ship to 
Seattle and prepare for the run into Paris. 
Whether Alaska and northern Siberia will 
be the route taken by any of these cars will 
be decided definitely within a wéek or two. 

Hansen Waves American Flag. 

Capt. Antran H. Hansen, the Norwegian 
explorer, who was discharged from the serv- 
ice of the French car because of personal 
differences with St. Chaffrey, the driver, will 
travel with the American car. He did not go 
out yesterday, but probably will join Rob- 
erts and the others of the crew in the west. 
Capt. Hansen is determined to bring the 
American car into Paris first. He declared 
that he would wave the silk American flag 
which he carries with him, over the Amer- 
wan car in the streets of Paris or die in the 
attempt. 

A great crowd witnessed the departure of 
the American car from the doors of the Chi- 
cago Automobile club: The car was decked 
with flowers. With Roberts were George 
Schuster, a mechanic, and a New York 
newspaper correspondent. Mason B. Hatch 
of the Thomas company and George Miller, 
a mechanic, will Keep track of the car by 
train until Cheyenne at least.

THE TRUTH ABOUT GERMANY. 


The German ambassador has contrib- 
uted to the North American Review an 


‘article which is to all intents and purposes 
a reply to one concerning The Foreign 


Policy of William II.,“ which appeared 
in the Nineteenth Century for January. 
This is a departure from the old theories 
of the functions of ambassadors, but it 
is an unobjectionable, not to say desira- 
ble, departure. It contributes to the en- 
lightenment of the American public and 
assists it in arriving at correct conclu- 
sions. 

English statements as to the intentions 
or desires of the German government have 
to be taken with many grains of salt. At 
one time France was the special object of 
Pnglish distrust or enmity. Afterwards 
it-was Russia. Now it is Germany. It is 
taken for granted that that country has 
but one thonght, to deprive Great Britain 
of its commercial supremacy, its colonies, 
and its sea power, Hence it is that the 
great bulk of what appears in English 

lications relating to Germany is deeply 
dyad with prejudice. Inaccurate state- 


ments in those publications are answered 


in German prints, but that does not help 


f the American reading public. It is given 


an opportunity to hear the other side 
when the rejoinder appears in an Amer 
fean magazine. : 
The Nineteenth Century says that Ger- 
many would like to acquire colonies in the 
tropical zone so as to be able to grow its 
own cotton, coffee, etc., but has found its 
path crossed by Great Britain. According 
to the same authority Rotterdam and Ant- 
werp are the most important harbors for 
Germany's trade. They are, it ie alleged, 
for various reasons far superior to Ham- 
burg and Bremen. The conclusion drawn 


is that it is the policy of Germany to 


annex Holland so as to get valuable har 
bors and the rich colonial possessions of 
that country, and that England ought not 


to permit it. 


The German ambassador, in his article 
entitled The Truth About German Ex- 
pansion,” says that the industrial growth 
of his country does not make colonial ex- 
pansion a necessity, the valuable market 
for its products being found in countries 
of large purchasing power, such as Eng- 
land, France, and America.

A BOARD OF CONTROL NEEDED. 

Every member of the legislative inves- 
tigating committee is said to favor the 
adoption of the board of control plan 
for the government of. the state institu- 
tions. 4 month’s study has convinced 
them that the existing system rather than 
the men who are working under it is re- 
sponsible for most of the evils they have 
discovered. 

The members of the state board of 
charities have labored under two serious 
disadvantages—lack of time and lack of 
power. They cannot devote ll their 
time to the institutions because they have 
private business which they cannot en- 
tirely neglect. What they do for the state 
they do without reward from a sense of 
public duty. If they could give up more 
time they could have made more fre- 
quent inspections and found more abuses 
that needed remedying. 


more frequent visitations might hava 
borne no fruit. When in the past the 
members have discovered mismanagement 
they have been unable themselves to put 
a stop to it. They could do nothing more 
than report the facts to somebody else in 
the hope that ultimately there might be 
an improvement, 3 

The members of the state board should 
submit to the legislature a concise state- 
ment based on their personal experience 
setting forth the grave defects of the ex- 
isting system. They can speak authori- 
tatively. They who have deplored their 
own inability to give more time to the in- 
stitutions can explain the desirability of 
a salaried board whose members work 
for the state alone. They who have 
often chafed over their lack of power to 
remedy flagrant abuses offhand can ex- 
plain the advantage of baving a board 
that is not tied up with red tape and can 
give instantaneous relief. 

The governor should reinforce this 
statement by asking the legislature to 
create a board of control and relieve him 
of unpleasant duties imposed on him by 
the present system. He is obliged to se- 
lect seventeen boards of trustees for as 
many institutions. He has to do it in 
most instances without that personal 
knowledge which is necessary if good ap- 
pointments are to be made, Assuredly 
he would prefer to have the small boards 
replaced by a single board of control. If 
the members of that board were given good 
salaries, as they should be, n view of 
the responsibility imposed on them, it 
would be comparatively easy for the gov- 
ernor to find men conspicuous not for 
their politica] activity but for their busi- 
ness qualifications and their intelligent 
| philanthropy who would serve. 

The governor and the state board of 
charities should back up in a whole heart- 
ed way the legislative investigating com- 
mittee when it recommends the creation 
of a board of control.

The duke inherited his title from his grand-

“ Yes, slre: they used the expression ‘ debo- 
tat dictum,’ and I should Uke to know what 
else that can. mean.” (The French word 
„ debotter” means to take off the boots.)

There was a shout of laughter on the part 
of his majesty and of all those present, and 
it was with difficulty the real meaning of the 
expression was made clear to the irate duke. 

“Why could not they tell me that my 
demand had. been rejected, in plain French, 
instead of in their cursed Latin?“ he growled. 

“You are right, Brissac,’’ exclaimed the 
king. Henceforth, if you. are to be sub- 
jected to a debotat, it shall be in French.” 

From that time forth all the judgments 
have been delivered in the vernacular. 

The present duke served for a time as an 
officer of cavalry, and as such commanded 
the cavalry escort of the late Queen Victoria 
during one of her stays at Aix les Bains. 

His mother is the vicomtesse de Predern, 
sister of Henri Say, the late sugar magnate, 
and the particular enemy of the latter’s 
American widow. 

The duke is in the same way a nephew of 
Princess Amadee de Broglie, née Say, and a 
first cousin, therefore, of her son, Prince 
Robert de Broglie, who has excited so much 
attention by his matrimonial adventures, his 
financial necessities, and his appearance with 
his wife on the music hall stages, both in 
New York and in a number of the capitals 
of Europe.

Expelled from almost every country in 
Europe as an undesirable foreigner of the 
b political refugee order, and recently impris- 
oned at Brixton in London for returning to 
England after having been deported as a 
destitute alien, Richard Hugo Grothe (lineal 
descendant of the Dutch noble, Hugo de 
Groot, or Grotius, the father of international 
law), ig now about to try his hand in the 
new world under the auspices of the Salva- 
tion- army. 

There ise no doubt about the man’s lineage. 
The whole question of his ancestry has been 
investigated and proved. He is a man of 
great culture and speaking many languages, 
but unfortunately is unable to curb either 
his tongue or is pen, both of which are 
responsible for the trouble, not to say the 
persecution, to which he has been subjected. 

His famous ancestor was burgomaster 
of Delft in the sixteenth and early part of 
the seventeenth century, was the principal 
law officer of the Dutch republic, its ambas- 
sador to France, to England, and to Ger- 
many, and, above all, the author of the great 
work On the Rights of War and Peace,” 
which constitutes the foundation of the code 
of international law which nowadays con- 
trols the friendly intercourse between the 
various nations.

Roberts Wants Central Bank. 

“The lack of adequate currency is what 

makes this country suffer“ said George E. 


Roberts, president of the Commercial Na-. 


tional bank, speaking on The Currency 
Question.” 

“The trouble now is that a bank has to go 
outside its natural assets to provide secur- 
ity for the notes it issues. The people have 
been badly educated on the question of bark 
notes. While there never is any question of 
the security of a national bank note, and it 
is regarded as real money, it really is in the 
same class as the check and the draft. 

Our individual bank system could be im- 
proved by the establishment of one central 
bank. As it now is, each individual bank is 
frightened by its own isolation and instinct 
prompts it to hold its cash. 

“Banks of the larger cities are helped 


by the clearing house system, which insures 


soundness by the employment of ite own 
bank examiners. But there ought to be some- 
thing to protect the country banks in similar 
manner and the establishment of one cen- 
tral bank, say, capitalized at 5100.000000. 
with power to issue paper, and governed by 
a board elected along territorial lines, so as 
to give every part of the country equal rights 
and protection, would be a splendid move. 

“It is almost discreditable nowadays for 


a bank to borrow money or rediscount. If a 


bank makes a loan it expects to carry it until 
it is due. As a result three-fourths of its 
resources are tied up at onetime. The cap- 
italiaztion in this central bank could be paid 
ir gold coin or gold certificates. 


Favors a Federation. 

Either this central bank or congress 
ought to allow the clearing houses to issue 
paper the same as we did in the late financial 
difficulty. These clearing nouses could be 
federated and placed under a common man- 
agement. 

“The deficiency in our present monetary 
system is shown by the fact that last No- 
vember the Bank of England, upon which all 
English banks depend, had in its vaults only 
$165,000,000 in gold, while we had deposited 
in our treasury $900,000,000 and yet had to 
get gold from England to relieve the stress 


here. We must have a convenient and eco- 


nomical medium of exchange.“ 


HITS “GLORIOUS TRADITIONS” 
OF PURITANS AND CAVALIERS. 


John Sergeant Wise Tells Historical 
Society That Scotch-Irish and Dutch 
Developed This Country. 


The Puritan fathers were shorn of a good 
deal of their attributed glory and the idea 
of their descendants claiming distinction be- 
cause of their “ blue blood was ridiculed 
last night by John Sergeant Wise of New 
York in an address before the Historical 
society, Dearborn avenue and Ontario street. 

All the glory that the speaker extracted 
from the New England ancestors he added 
to the Dutch and Scotch-Irish elements for 
the development of the country. Mr. Wise is 
of Scotch-Irish descent, a native of Vir- 
ginia, of which state his father, Henry A. 
Wise, once was governor. His subject was 
“An Historical Review of the Conceits and 
False Claims of the Cavaliers and Puritans 
of America,” 

“The modern Puritan who stands in old 
Faneuil hall and boasts of his ancestry seems 
to forget that the Pilgrims came from Hol- 
land and were of a lower type than the set- 
tlers in the other parts. of Massachusetts,“ 
said Mr, Wise. ‘The Virginia cavalier 
exulting in his self-famed ancestry looked 
with contempt upon the New Englander. 

“The soldiers of the north and south 
learned to overlook these imaginary preju- 
dices and to admire each other's staying 
qualities.”

Mr. Elmendorf should call his Irish tecture 
“The Beauty of Ireland.“ for it is of the 
loveliness of that fair coun of which he 
tells in word and picture. nlike the ma- 
jority of his colleagues who describe their 
wanderings in the Emerald isle, he does not 
seek to show the poverty, the destitution, 
the untidy conditions, and the so-c dered 
“humorous’’ customs of the people there.

He may 
criticise and may point out shortcomings, 
but there is nothing of malice or bigotry in 
his manner of so doing.

This virtue of his as a lecturer never was 
more gratifyingly in evidence than it was 
last evening when at Orchestra hall he began 
his second series of travel talks and took 
his large audience with him into Ireland.

‘brilliant and more or less irresponsible char- 
acters, Margaret White and William Fox. 
They are both exceedingly pyrotechnical, 
and it is small wonder that they succeed in 
keeping their friends gasping. Margaret's 

untrammeled selfishness and appetite for 
happiness leads her on to a divorce, to the 
casting off of her children, the ruin—as, it 
seems for a time—of Fox, the destruction of 
her husband's political chances, and finally 
of her own life. But this, fortunately forthe 
peace of the reader, does not come till she 
has caught a glimpse of the meaning of 
goodness and the joy of sacrifice. 

Fox has reaped his own punishment for his 
sins of commission and omission and won, at 
the last, the right to the reward of the love 
which Rose Temple bestows upon him. 

There are a number of interesting and pic- 

turesque subsidiary characters in the book 
and Washington life is portrayed here with 
more charm and probability than ordinarily. 
However, it Is a novel with an extraordi- 
narily sophisticated style, and sophistication 
seldom adds to the beauty of a literary prod- 
uct. Moreover, though the characters are 
reputed to be quite splendidly brilliant, their 
cohversation hardly supports the claim. It 
is curious, considering what an opportunity 4 
for psychological depiction the nature of the 
story presented, that Mrs. Taylor should have 
preferred to treat her characters objectively. 
She seems to have admiration rather than 
sympathy for them, and she does not enter, 
s0 to speak, into intimate relations with 
them. While this helps to preserve the at- 
mosphere of good breeding and taste which 
the novel undoubtedly possesses, it has the 
effect of keeping the reader at arm’s length. 
It is but just to say, apropos of the sophisti- 
eation of The Reaping,” that Mrs. Taylor 
has established and carefully preserved a 
base of moral operations, if the phrase may 
be used, in the character of Rose Temple. 
Rose possesses those ideals and standards of 
conduct with which the reader—however 
vicious—will be able to identify himself. She 
is the saving grace ot the company of 
adventurous, scandal monging, egotistic 
Washingtonians. 
And, by the way, how singular it is that, 
though we may ourselves be base in a dozen 
different directions, we find it difficult to rec- 
oncile ourselves to a hero or heroine who 
lacks high integrity. Our ideals, it appears, 
remain more or less unimpaired, no matter 
how damaged our personal characters may 
be. Which shows that at heart most of us 
are romanticists still, in spite of all the real- 
ists have done to instruct us in the material 
and spiritual verities.

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Archibald Weir, m AN INTRODUCTION 
Y OF MODERN EU- 
ROPE ” (Houghton, Mifflin & Co.), has given 
in 825 pages an excellent review of the los- 
foal connection of the chief groups of events 
which formed the groundwork of European 
history in the nineteenth century. Begin- 
ning with a brief account of the evils of the 
monarchico-feudal system of the eighteenth 
century and the ideas of reform which were 
generated by the contemporary intellectual 
movement, he reviews the work of the chief 
reforming monarchs of the latter part of 
that century and shows the part it played 
in the formation of subsequent history. 

Leading up through succeeding years, he 
shows that the historical problem of our 
time far tranecends the scope of the dictum 
that history is past politics and that politics 
is present history.” The dominant order 
of changes now, he contends, is industrial. 
“What in past times,” be says, was de- 
termined by reverence for God, the state, 
and the family, or by fear of present or fu- 
ture punishment, is now for the most part 
controlled by the principles of codperative 
production and distribution. 

The leading contention of the book 18 thdt 
the period it embraces is different from all 
other periods, and that these differences 
must be taken into account if the teaching 
of modern history is to be informative and 
stimulatin®. 

It is an easy matter to construct an ideal 
republic—on paper. The difficulty h real 
life is that views of men differ and it is im- 
possible to induce all or any great number 
ot men to agree upon the plans which seem 
so irresistibly alluring to the Utopists.

NOTHER of those exquisite British 
garden books is Margaret Waterfield’s 
“FLOWER GROUPING,” sketches 
of English, Scotch, and Irish gardens: 
(E. PF. Dutton & Co.) Mis Water- 
field is an artist who was born to paint gar- 
dens and the reproduced results of her work 
as shown in the fifty-six colored plates are 
beautiful beyond ordinary words to describe. 
The average flower painter could not have 
put such variety into his work. These fifty- 
six pictures, no two of which are alike, go 
from color to color, from one combination 
to another, until the effect is almost poignant. 

Part of Miss Waterfield’s success arises 
from the fact that instead of considering 
the flowers or groups of blossoms as separate 
specimens she considers them in relation to 
their setting of house or Wall, lawn or wood- 
land, or as a foreground to a landscape 
planned for the beauty of the whole effect. 
In other words, she looks at them with the 
eye of an artist instead of that of a botanist. 
This is what maks her work and that of her 
former book, Garden Color,“ valuable as 
well as beautiful. 

While she has written much of the text, 
she has been greatly assisted by such friends 
as the Hon. Emily Lawless, who wrote of 
her Irish garden memories; F. Graham Stir- 
ling, R. P. Brotherton, and E. V. B.,“ who 
describe some Scotch gardens; F. W. Cur- 
rey, an authority on daffalfl culture; W. W. 
Richmond Powell, W. P. Wright, and 8. Ar- 
mott, on various summer flowers; Rose G. 
Kingsley, on creepers, and Frank Gals- 
worthy, who contributes a fine article on 
water gardens. Miss Waterfield wrote no 
less than sixteen articles in the book, besides 
supplying many notes. Any way you con- 
sider it, the book is both valuable and beau- 
tiful, 2 

Horace Bleackley’s “ STORY OF A BEAU- 
TIFUL DUCHESS” concerns the life of 
Elizabeth Gunning, the younger of the two 
famous krish beauties whose looks and whose 
doings fired all the beaux of their day with 
love and all the belles with envy. Both be- 
came duchesses, but Elizabeth was twice a 
duchess, a peeress in her own right and the 
mother of no less than four dukes, 

These famous beauties have been made the 
subject of a number of books In the last twen- 
ty yearts—biographies as well as fiction—and 
in thelr own time they were sung by poets, 
great and small, and toasted in every inn and 
coffee house of London. The letters of Wal- 
pole, of Mrs. Montagu, Mrs. Delany, and a 
host of other correspondents of that letter 
writing age make frequent mention of the 
sensation their beauty created from the time 
they landed fresh from their first triumphs in 
Dublin. 

All manner of gossip, written and talked, 
and a whole literature of myth and legend 
surrounded them, but, although they were 
not above the coquettishness of their sex, 
their reputations remained untarnished in 
spite of the licentious times in which they 
lived. 

After surviving the death of the duke of 
Hamilton, Elizabéth became the duchess of 
Argyle, and lived till 1790. 

Mr. Bleackley’s book contains far too much 
about*the great lawsuit with Lady Douglas, 
and there are some other digressione which 
might have been dispensed with, but it is an 
interesting biography. (E. P. Dutton & Co.) 
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If one were to try to tell to another the 
story of Mr. Ernest Oldmeadows’ “ VIR- 
GINIE ” (McCluse company)—how a beauti- 
ful young French girl came to a young Eng- 
lishman living m a bungalow in a block of 
ice, and how the two lived together like 
grown up. children in fairy land for two 
weeks—that other would straightway pro- 
nounce the tale fantastic and improbable, 
and the reader would find his powers of de- 
scription were taxed to the utmost to show 
that the book is one of the sweetest ever 
crowded on to the shelves of a book dealer. 

But the reader has made the acquaintance 
of Lethe, has watched her household mo- 
tions and her womanly ways; he has 
watched the mafl and girl in the garden 
together playing at life; he knows the loy- 
alty of each and the honorablenese of the 
man who would go through fire to save the 
girl.

Recovery of Losses by Inferior 
Grades Held Impossible 
at Present. 


Washi n, D. C., Feb. 28.—[Special.]—A 
atrong oR has come from London in the 
shape of letters to President Roosevelt, the 
gecretary of agriculture, and to Senator 
McCumber for an improvement in the sys- 
tem of grading and eertificating American 
grain for export.

Reforms Europe Desires. ie 
ccordi to a letter received from 
Byes onion o the committee by e e 
Roosevelt, the increasing dissatisfaction c 
minated a year ago ina general request from 
the European grain centers that a conference 
should be summoned by the London Oorn 
Trade association to consider the best meas- 
ures to adopt in order to remedy the defects 
ot the system of dealing in grain from the 
nited States. 
The conference was held in London on 
Nov. & 1007. It was resolved that a com- 
mittee, consisting of seven members from 
the united kingdom and an equal number 
from other European countries, should be 
appointed to est the necessary improve- 
ments and to negotiate with America for 
their adoption. | | : 

This committee met and drew up a scheme 
which was presented to the principal grain 
associations of the United States and Canada. 
It provided that uniform rules for the grad- 
ing of grain and the issuance of certificates 
should be drawn up by the associations of 
these two countries and not altered unless 
by mutual agreement; that those associations 
entering the agreement should submit to the 
Duropean committee samples of the recog- 
nised grades of grain to which the certifi- 
cates should conform. 

The certificates of railroads, elevators, or 
private trading companies should not be reo- 
ognized, and a buyer in Burope should have 
certain rights of appeal to the European 
committee. 


Received Badly in America. 


The poor reception which this proposal 
received in America is set forth in Mr. Pat- 
terson's letter to President Roosevelt: 

J regret to say that it did not only prove 
mnacceptable to the American exchanges,” 
aid he, “ but even falled to draw any counter 

from th Indeed, the way tn 
which this subject has been treated by some 
the leading grain associations there would 
et seem toindicate that there is no desire 
to fecognize the undoubted fact that serious 
faults have arisen, or that there is any need 
to amend the system which is responsible for 
the abuses of which the Buropean importers 
universally complain.” 


Mr. Patterson continues: “The traders 
here generally recognize that a reliable sys- 
tem of inspection and certification presents 
many advantages, but that, to be thoroughly 
Teliable, it must depend not only upon the 
expert knowledge, integrity, and indepen- 
@ence of the inspection officials, but the rules 
for grading by which these officials are bound 
must be uniform, applying equally to every 
port, and should be generally known not only 
tn the various American but also in the prin- 
cipal grain centers; and that, 
wherever possible from time to time, type 
_famples should-be sent to our leading grain

PROJECT CENTRAL DEPOT 


Tells Harbor Commission Small 
Plants Especially Will Re- 
ceive Benefit. 


A great lighterage traffic on the Chicago 
river and the drainage canal was predicted 
by Hoyt King, manager of the real estate 
department of the Sanitary district, in a talk 
yesterday before the members of the Chicago 
harbor commission. The meeting was held 
in the office of Chairman John M. Ewen in 
the Rookery building. 

“ The possibilities for manufacturing 
cerns are great along the banks of the canal,” 
eaid Mr. King. “I believe there will be a 
great lighterage treffic on the canal and the 
river between the city and the plants along 
the canal ’ 


Would Help Small Plants. 
“Small manufacturing plants particularty 
would employ lighters for transporting their 
products to the center of the city. 
“The district proposes to establish u ean- 
tra] distributing station or dock, on the west 


side of the river, between Randolph and 


Washington street, for the accommodation 
of Ughters. From this point the products 
would be distributed in the «ity by team.“ 

“Did you ever think of an outer harbor in 
connection with developing the canal?’ asked 
Charles H. Wacker, a member of the com- 
mission. 

“No, I never did,” Mr. Hoyt answered. 
“I can’t see any connection between an 
outer harbor and the canal. 


Calumet Canal Favored. 


Mr. Hoyt explained that if the pending in- 
junction can be defeated the sanitary dis- 
trict will proceed immediately with the can- 
struction of the proposed Calumet canal con- 
necting the Calumet river with the 
canal. ' 

The speaker said this probably would be the 
route preferred by boats going through the 
proposed deep waterway to the M 
river. The reason, he said, would be that 
boats would avoid the delays in the Chicago 
river incident to the bridges. 


EVENING SCHOOLS CLOSE 
MOST SUCCESSFUL SEASON. 


Attendance Higher than Ever Before

Evening classes in the various schoo! bulld- 
ings throughout the city closed for the year 
last night. The year has been by far the 
most successful in the history of the night 
schools. The average atendance for the four 
months which the classes have been 
held has been 11,600, an increase of 1,710 over 
the same figure last year, which at that time 
was the high water mark.
